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QUALITY HYACINTHS 


Culture Outdoors. Any good garden soil 
that is well prepared by spading to a depth of 15 
to 18 inches is suitable for Hyacinths. When 
the beds are used in the summer for geraniums 
GIGANTEA or bedding plants, an application of well- oyEEN OF THE BLUES 
rotted cow manure should be used and mixed 
with the soil. Plant the bulbs 6 inches deep, and they should be planted very uniformly that they may 
come into bloom at the same time. A good method is to remove about 4 inches of the soil, level the 
bed carefully and plant the bulbs 6 inches apart each way, pressing the earth firmly and evenly over the bulbs. 
Culture in Glasses. Special glasses are manufactured for the culture of Hyacinths, the bulb fitting 
inthe top. These glasses should be filled with fresh water, also some gravel, and, if at hand, some charcoal. 
Culture in Pots. MHyacinths are grown successfully by planting in pots. Use good, rich soil, with 
plenty of manure. Place some pieces of broken pots in the bottom for drainage, and use 4- or 5-inch pots. 
Firm the bulb well in the soil, allowing the top of it to stand just a little above the soil. If flowers are 
wanted for Christmas the bulbs should be planted in September.

The beds for Tulips should be treated the same as for hyacinths, except that the bulbs 
should be set close together, 5 inches instead of 6 inches, and covered by 4 inches. 

Culture in Pots. Tulips are one of the most satisfactory bulbs to force. Place a half-dozen bulbs in 
a 6-inch pot and they will begin blooming between Christmas and Easter. They are treated otherwise,
